Montreal, Oct. 29.—Sir Frederick 
Williams Layton, manager of the Lon- 
don agency of the Bank of Montreal, 
iwhe is now vicitlng his native land, 
yesterday discussed conditions in the 
{London money market with retation to 
|}Canadian borrowing requirements. 
“Briefly,” said Sir Frederick, “all 
ithe borrowers throughout the world 
that depend on the London market 
have of late found it not only wise, but 
imperative, to restrict the size of their 
flotation to the smallest .extent  pos- 
sible, and also to limit their commit- 
ments to essential expenditures. 

“Furthermore, owing to the money 
crisis which, by the way, is still in 
progress, the terms to business bor- 
rowers has been on a steadily rising 
|seale, and far more onerous than for 
many years past, 

“These remarks apply to Canada, 
with this addition: that the enthusias- 
tic reception accorded Canadian securi- 
ties in London for several years past 
has vanished, and although our credit 
}—I am speaking generally—continues 
good, and the Dominion as a whole will 
doubtless be able to continue to borrow 
in London, it will be with less ease, 
and consequently in smaller volume, 
than in the past, beside which all offer- 
[ings will be subject to careful scrutiny. 

“It will, of course, be understood that 
my remarks do not in any way refer 
jto the securities of the government of 
ithe Dominion of Canada, which are in 
a class by themselves. 

“I may remark that Canadian flota-

‘We are growing as a_ national 
people,” declared Sir Wilfrid, “and as 
a natiénal people we are prepared to 
undertake all the duties and responsi- 
bilities which appertain to a people.

Alluding to the 1909 agreement, the 
Telegraph says that all the conditions 
which then existed haye changed un- 
der the compelling conditions in Bu- 
rope. “The admiralty may be, and we 
have no doubt is justified,” says the 
paper, “in its policy, but before the 
agreement of 1999 was nullified the 
oversea partners ought to have been 
given a full and explicit exposition of 
the causes which were responsible for 
the change. Advantage was not tak- 
en of the opportunity which every in- 
stinct of statesmanship would have 
urged the imperial authorities to seize,
